Hitherro of the duties of dependance 1n 
the principall faculties will and vnder- 
ſtanding.

Far 
though hebe not ſubieCtto ſenſe, yer from 
things ſubie& to ſenſe wee are bound to 
forme in our ſelues thoughts of his ex- 
cellencies ( according to ourabilitie of con» 
ceiuing, ) 22. of his power, goodneſle, 
mercie, wiſdome, &c, So as the minde of 
man ſhould more abundantly bulicit felfe 
in ſuch conceits and thoughts of God, then 
of any other thing in the world, yea of all 
other things laid rogether, 

2. The ſecond ſenſe called inward 
is Memory, which is a power of making 
that thing preſentto the ſoule, which 1s 
abſent from the ſenſes, And the duty of 
mans ſoule, ſo much as concernes rhis 
facultic, is a perperuall and continuall re- 
membring of God ; that 18, a repreſen- 
ting of hiumto it ſelfe as preſenc, though 
to the ſenſes hee doe nor appeare, and 
chat, 
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that, ſoas weremembernothung o tirme- 
ly nor fo often as him. 

2, Lelle principall faculties inward 
arecalled affeions, which are powers of 
the ſoule, in thereaſonable creature, ſub- 
ordinate to the will, whereby the ſoule 
worketh ir felte to the ſeeking and ob- 
taining of good, and ſhunning and a- 
uoiding of euill, Now of theſe affections 
there are 4, which may and mult be fer 
vpon God, and that with all cheir ſtrengeh, 
and with the fulnetle of their working , 
and farre more then vpon any or all other 
things.

motions, aboucall other cuill chings, not 
daring fo much as onceto make any offer 
of incurring his diſpleaſure, yea ſhunning 
and abhorring ic, more then all other nu- 
{cries of puniſhment, that may be pollibly 
fufftered, Now this compoluion of Louc 
and Feare 1s called reuerence, 

3. The third affection” is Toy 
whereby che ſoule doth receiue comfore 
and content in a good thing,and is moued 
to embrace and cnioy the tame. And be- 
cauſe God is the chicfe good, therefore 
oughctthe ſoule to be moued with more ve-
